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]^I Keeps Silerir^ I 
On Agent’s Case

The Federml Bureau of Investi- 
gation maintained official silence 
Tuesday on the report that Dal- 
Ita-based agent Jairvci P. Hosty 
Jr., who investigated Lee Harvey 
Oswald prior to assassina 
tion of Presidenr John F. Ken- 
nedy had been suspended for 30 
days and reassigned to the Kan 
sas City office. 

Hosty ’s supervisor here, agent 
in<harge Gordon Shankiin. de- 
clared flatly: 

•Til make no comment on it 
at all.*’ 

An FBI spokesman in Washing 
ton withheld comment, saying 
that the office never discusses 
:^rsonnel. - . 

Vrhe report said that Hosty. 

• H^ose wife is expecting their 
rfinlh child, would not draw pay 
during the suspension. 

The report added that the ac 
tion was the direct result of the 
Warren Commission’s criticism of 
the FBI in iu report on the as- 
sassination. 

Hosty specialized in security in 
telligence for the Dallas office, 
and had routinely checked on Os- 
wald and Oswald's Russian wife. 
Marina. 

The Warren Oimmission report 
said Hosty never talked with Os- 
wald. but had sought information 
about him through other sources, 
including Mrs. Ruth Paine, who 
shared her home in Irving with 
Marian Oswald. 

The agent’s name was drawn 
into ihe FBI-Dallas prJice squab- 
ble after Police Chief Jesse E. 
Curry disclosed on the day after 
the assassination that the FBI 
knew, but had not informed po- 
lice, that Oswald was working in 
Dallas in a building onjhg_Pcs,v- 
demiaF^fadc route. Curry based 
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the charge on a memo from 
tective LL Jack ReviU which was; 
sent to h'ts office only hours after- 
assassination. Th# •*;jncmo, 
quoted Hosty as telling T^evfll 
that the FBI knew Oswald was 
‘capable”, of killing the prea*- 
dcnL 

FBI director J. Edgar^iioover 
denied that the agent ever made 
(he statement to the Dallas police 
lieutenanL 

Curry 'and ReviU, the depad* 
ment’s criminal intelligent 
chief, both testified in Washingtm 
before the commission about tl^ 
memo. • 

Neither would comment * Tues- 
day on the Hosty suspension. 

Sources, meanwhile, described 
morale as “shot” among Dallas 
FBI agents as a result of. the ac- 
tion against Hosty. The sources 
said some of the other agents feel 
Hosty was being made /a ' "fall 
guy,** a feeling also shared by 
those in other branches '‘of' ’ la w 
enforcement here. 

One police official defended 
Hosty's work in the FBL" He de- 
scribed him as "one of the better 
agenu in the area, conswmious. 
worked hard and was ^welh in- 
formed." . • 

The official said it was obvious 
that Hosty was made a "acapo- 
goat for doing exaetjy 
was told to do." . i-* . — 
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
